The min purpose of tha stations is long-range early radar warning* They also 
have snort -range radar units, believed. to be intended to vector in Soviet fighters 
on attacking aircraft, fueh ' short-range radar has been observed at all fields 

where fighters are stationed. 

The command posts at the Fiitnitz and Merseburg Fields seem to have special 
significance in connection with air defense. 
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
